Only to a very liirdted degree are they personal# If you ch^mged your mind about 
having me on your program you’d have saved me time and trouble by leaving a mosnago 
for me at the number my wife told you would roach me or by calling her back as soon 
as you decided you did not want me. When you did not do this and then did not 
return my call promptly but made me wait more than an hour you did wh^t you had 
no way of knowing would r^-Bult? made impossible a conference with three men who had 
travelled all the way here for an uninterruoted conference ttiat nov? will liave to be 
hold at a later date. 

From my never iiaving approached your show you have to know that I do not seek 
personal publicity. The on© factor tliat cannot figure in what I Sdid is this. 

What you did exactly duplicates what the neti^ork (Jid on the second of t ^70 very 
bad shows by Geraldo Rivera. It called me to ask if I d bo willing to go to New 
York for the second and at the very same time told me it would not ask me because it 
has given the allocation of the time on that side to another to control. I believe 
as I then wrote the not that this was an abdication of its obligations. Aside from 
this it was a gratuitous peisonal insult. And to make the wliole thing more uncon- 
scionable it then ga 3 fe my letter of protest to an unscrupulous commercializer and 
governmcnt-liater it ^red so that ho could Loiouse it to defame mo behind my back by 
ndsreprosenting it. 

If I am entirely alone in iiaving devoted full-time to this subject from the 
beginning and entirely alone in representing a minoilty view that I regard as the 
only honest and responsible one on this controversial subject, I have invoked the 
Fairness Doctrine only very infrequently. Nhen I did with your station some years 
ago it actually referred me to the net, v/hich is not what the FCC says. I carried 
it no farthur. That was on the -Hng assassination. 

I knov/ that those who produce TV shows liavo many problems and have to cover 
all issues and questions. However, their real problems do not in any way diminish 
their responsibilities. It does not in any way mean tliat they must become the creatures 
of public-relations artists. In airing questions of substantial national interest 
common decency and concern for aubstaffitance do require serious effort in seeking 
out all responsible views. In your comi^ show you will air none, in my opinion. 

Since w© spoke yesterday I have thou^jht of tliis more because it typifies to me, 
from long and not pleasant experience, what is so wrong with the country and wliy it 
goes unrectified. The mass media has failed in± its obligatio^B. If there are 
explanations readily available, the explanations do not alter the fact. 
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We have a representative society* tt can function canily when the people are 
fully and honestly and accurately iiifoi-nied* 

There arc many ways in which tliose who put on a siio-/ can determine who is 
expert without dependence on flacks and fiackeri>^. One is from tb) standard pub- 
lishing directories# Another is from oonsultation with real experts in the field# 
xou could not have consulted the first or the second or you’d not have done as you 
did# Another is from consultation with existing legal recoiNis# Obviously you did not 
consider this and nay have regarded it, if you thought of it, as troubi^esome or 
burdensomeo 

Asa a result th.? people will again be given personal promotions aiid propagiinda 
instead of fact on an important national issue# 

Had tills not been the undeviating record of the major media for the past 
decade all of xhx liistox’y mi^it liave been dii'ferent# 

This, not persoiial feelings or questions, is v/hat account for the pointedness 
of wiiat I said yestox^iay or wliat I say now# 

Thus I am no . t staking a request for ^aimoss Doctrine time of you# 

Nor would I accept an invitation unless as a res ult I were to receive from 
it what these ti;o you ar j aixriiig are getting# One lias a book currently boiling 
heavily promoted by those who comiTiercial female pubic hair# The other lias an old 
and outdated book about to appear in reprint, aibook, prcrnthetically, v?ith a false 
and evil doctrine# One dated when it appeared wherii it is not otherv7ir;e flawed.
